After the death of 7rajay, - our Au- 
thor was made a Secretary to the Emperor 
Adrian, who not much caring for his Em- 
preſs Sabina, ſeveral of his Courtiers took 
the liberty to ſlight agd affront her ; a- 
mong whom Septicius Clarus, and Suetonius 
over-did the Matter, and were therefore 
turn'd but af+ their places. This is as far 
as we can carry the Hiſtory of our Authoy.

His :Body. was carry'd. by the chief 
Burgeiles of the Municipal Towns and Colonies 
from-Nula to Boville 5 and that chiefly in the 
Nig3t-time , by reaſon of the Seaſon of the 
Year-; for which reaſon they reſted in the 
Day-rime, and-plac'd it either in the Town- 
Houſes, or largeſt -of the Sacred Temples be- 
longing to the Burrough.

Which Monument Avgutus himſelf had:rear'd 
in his ſixth Confulihip - between' the Flaminjan 
High-way,and the Bank of 7yber; and had pro- 
clatm'd the Woods and Walks round abour- it 
co be for the uſe'of the People. av 
tor. His Laſt Will and Teftament'was -pro- 
duc'd by the Veſtal Virgins with whom it was de- 
poſited, together with three other Rolls/albſeal'd 
up alike. Which Will he had-made in the Con- 
fulſhips of I. Plancw, and C.S;l;xs, the third of the 
Nones © 4 a Year and four Months before his 
death ; of which there were two Copies writ- 
ten partly with his own Hand,partly by his two 
Freedmen Polybius and Hilarion': all which were 
open'd and read in the Senate. ' For his Heirs 
he left 'in the firſt place Tiberius, to whom he 
bequeath'd a half, and a fixth part; then Lvia, 
to whom he gave a'third part, and order'd both 
to bear his 'own Name. In the ſecond place, 
Druſus, the Son of Tiberias, his Heir of a third

der'd Pieces of Money. Which Sum he order'd 
to be preſently paid ; for that he had it by him 
in his Treafury. The reſt of his Legacies he 
variouſly - diſtributed ; ſome of which he 
brought down to Five hunder'd Crowns, and not 
to be paid neither, till ſuch a time ; for which 
he pleaded the ſmallnefs of this Paternal Reve- 
nue; proteſting withal, that there would come 
no more to his Heirs than One and twenty hun- 
der'd thouſand Crowns ;*though the laſt ewen- 
ty Years of his Reign he had receiv'd, as being 
left him by his Friends, no leſs than Three hun- 
der'd and fifty hunder'd thoufand. All which to- 
gether; with two. Paternal Patrimomies, and his 
other Inheritances he had brought low by his 
Expences upon the Neceflities of the Common- 
wealth. As for the two Fulia's, his Daughter 
and Neece, when ever they ſhould happen to 
dye, he forbid their being laid in his Sepul- 
chre. Of- the three Rolls ſeald up as before- 
mention'd ; the firſt contain'd his Inſtructions 
and Orders in reference to his Funeral ; the 0- 
ther a Catalogue of all the Exploits and A*- 
chiements by him perform'd, which it was his 
deſire ſhould be engraven in Tables of Braſs, 
and fer up before his Monument : The third

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comprehended a' brief account of the State of 
the whole Empire, what Forces there were in 
every Province ;* what Money was in the Trea- 
fury; what was due by Confiſcations and For- 
feitures; and what Arrears of 'Tributes. To

-For 
his Mother-Z:via being yet big with him, deſi- 
ring to know by Divination if ſheſhould have a 
Male Child, took an Egg from under a ſetting 
Hen, and kept it warm fo long, ſometimes in 
her own, ſometimes her Servant's Hands, till a 
Cock Chicken, with an extraordinary” Comb 
was hatcht at laſt. While he was an Infant, 
Scribonius the Aſtrologer foretold great things of 
him, Thatbe 'ſbould come to reign as King, but 
without the Enfigns of Imperial Dignity : For 
the Power and Authority of the Czſars was as 
yet unknown. In his firſt Expedition, as he led 
his Army throtigh Macedonia into Syria, it hap-

Druſus in the Judicial Court, he depatted pre-- 


ſently from Powpey's Houſe at Carine, to the 
Gardens . of Maxcimas at Eſquiliz; where he 
gave himſelf wholly over to the Enjoyment of 
his Eaſe and Quiet, minding only his private 
Occaſions, and never concerning himfelf, or in- 
termedling with any publick Buſineſs. But at 
laſt, Lucius and Caius both dying within three 
Years, Auguſtus was pleas'd to adopt him and 
their Brother Agr:ppa intotheir Room: But 77- 
berixs, before he was adopted, was oblig'd to a- 
dopt Germanicus His Brother's Son. After his A- 
doption, be wav'd all the Rites and Privileges 
of the Maſter of a Family ; he never gave pub- 
lick* Doles, nor manumitted any Servants, nor 
receiv'd any Legacy or Inheritance, otherwiſe 
than as a- Pecalium permitted to him by his Fa- 
, ther, Fromthis time every thing ſeem'd to cori- 
tribute to his riſing Greatnefs ; eſpecially after 
his Competitor Agrippa was difinherited and laid 
aſide, ſo that tte SiczeMMioa inthe Empire ſeem'd 

to reſt on him atone. | 
IG. Aﬀec this, he was eleted Tribune a ſe- 
cond time, for five Years, and ſent into Germu- 
ny to compoſe the Diſorders there : And fo 
much, was he'in'eſteem, that when Auguſtus 
had given Audience to the Parthian Embaſſadors 
is. a N 2 At 
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at Rowe, he order'd them likewiſe to make their 
Addreſſes at the Province where: he reſided. As 
ſoon. as he crheatd. che Illyrians had revolted, he 
for{ook, the Former, -and betook_ himſelf to the 
Management' of this new War ; the greateſt 
and- molt troubleſome, ic may be, ſince that 
with the Carthaginians. He had under his Con- 
dudt fifreen Legions, and about the ſame num- 
ber of Allies,with which he maintain'd the War 
threes Years continually, under all the Straits 
.and Extremities imaginable, but chiefly want 
of Corn. And though he was even moy( to 
- give it over,: he continu'd {till conſtant to his 
firſt Reſolution; fearing, if he return'd with- 
out Conqueſt, the-ill conſequences of ſo dan- 
gerous a Neighbour, And this Conſtancy of 
his, at laſt met with a ſuitable Succeſs, for he 
 conquer'd and reduc'd the whole Country of 
Illyricum, as it lies bounded by part of Italy, and 
the Kingdoms of Noricum, Thrace, and Maceds- 
nia, betwixt the Danube and the Adriatick.

. about this time Quirtilius Varus, with three Le-

War- 
rant, ' whether left by - Auguſtus before "his 
Death, to remove all, occaſion of Diſturbance 
afterwards; or whether it was counterfeited in 
his Name by Livis, -with, or without the Con- 
ſent and Knowledge of Tiberius, is-not ealily de- 
tetmin'd ;z' yet Tiberius, when the: Commander 
told him he had obey'd his Orders, - return'd 
him this. Anſwer, That he had never gave ſuch 
Orders,” and that he ſhould be brought to. anſwer for 
that Aftion before . the' Senate. But that might be

-He was 
Eats :* For Clement, a Servant to Agrippa, had 
engag'd no ſmall number of Men to revenge 
the Death of his Maſter, and Lucius - Scribonius 
Libo, a Perſon of eminent Quality, was ſecretly 
hatching ſome: Deſigns againſt him; and be- 
ſides all this, both the Armies, that-in Whricwm, 
and the other in Germany, were dangerouſly 
mutinous at'the ſame time, both of them peri- 
tioning for things not regularly to be- granted z 
but thoſe in Germany were hot for raiſing 
their Pay equal'to that of his Pr.etorian Bands, 
Some deny'd the Authority of their Prince, 
becauſe he did not derive it from' them, and 
uſed their utmoſt endeavour with” Germanicus 
their preſent Commander, to take upon himſelf 
the Government, which ht would never hear- 
ken toz- This was that which Tiberius was chiet- 
ly concern'd at, and therefore earneſtly begged 
of the Senate, that they would pleaſe 'eo allot 
him a Colleague, ſince no Man could be fuffi- 
cient for the Adminiſtration of ' the whole, 
without the help and afliſtance of others, one, 
or -more,' as the Caſe ſhould require. Beſides, 
he pretended an indifpoſition of Body, that 


Germanious might the more contentedly expect” 
the Sucteflion, or at leaſt be ſatisfy'd at preſent 
with a ſhare of the Government with him:- By 


theſe means, having bruſh's through alt' Diffi- 
Late - IT yah culties, 
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requently heard to ſay, He. beld a Wolf by the © 
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The LIFE of © 
culties, Clement, was by craft beftay'd into his 
Hand, and lay at his Mercy ; and Z:bo, that 
he might not appear too. ſevere at firſt,., two 
Years after receiv'd a ſharp reprimand in' the 
Senate, he. having contented himſelf for the 
mean time only to watch his Motions, and be 
cautious of him. 'For being to ſacrifice one day 
among the Pontifiees, he orderd a Leaden 
Knife to be laid by Libo inſtead of a Cleaver, 
and would never diſcourſe him in private, , un- 
leſs his Son Draſus were by, and then too, kept 
up cloſe to him, and held him faſt by the Right 
Hand till the, Diſcourſe was finiſh'd. | 

26. At length being freed from his: Fears, 
he livd a Civil Life at. firſt, not much 
above the. rate of a private Perſon... Of 
the many Honours, and thoſe of the great- 
elt, that every Day were offerd to him, he 
accepted but a few, and thoſe too of the 
loweſt fort. His Birch-day happening .on the 
very time the Plebeian Games were - perform- 
ed in the Circus, he would. by no means allow 
of any additional Grandeur to be ſhewn in the 
Celebration, excepting one Chariot and. a pair 
of Horſes, _ He forbad that any Temples, or 
Prieſts of any. kind ſhould 'be dedicated- unto 
him, and ſaffer'd no Statues to be ereted to 
him without his own Conſent, which he never 
?ranted, but upon. condition that ſhould not be 
reckoned among the Images of the Gods, but 
the common Ornaments of--their Houfes. He - 
would have no Man- ſworn to.the Obſervation 
of .his 4A#s, and could not be brought to allow 
that the Month September ſhould. be call'd Tibe- 
rius, or: Oftober Livius. He wav'd the Titles 
of Emperour, and Father of hu Country, ad 
; wou 
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would not ſuffer the Civick Crown to beſet p- 
ver his Door. Unleſs in his Letters to Kings 
and great Princes, hg never ſo much as added 
the Hereditary Name of Auguſtus. He was 
Conſul but 'three tines only, once for a few 
days, the ſecond time for three Months, and 
the laſt, till che 1des of - May, and that all the 
while abſent too. q 

27. He was ſo great an Enemy to, Flattery, 
that he never admitted-any Senator to his Chair, 
either to receive his-Complement, or even up- 
oft buſineſs of what Concern ſfoever. One that 
had formerly been Conſul, endeavouring to 
make his ,Peace with the Emperour for ſonic 


Offence, ' upon his Knees, he made ſuch haſte. 


to avoid, that he fell down backward. And if 
any in common. Diſcourſe, or a ſet Oration 
ſeem'd to ſpeak more fauningly than ordinary, 
he never ſcrupP'd to check, and take him up after 
his own rate. One calling him Dominus, he deli- 
red him to forbear his flouting Jeaſts for the fu- 
ture; another calling Imployments'Sacred, and 
a third ſaying, He-came ints the Senate by bis Au- 
thority, he order'd them tochange their Exprefli- 
ons, . and for Authority, uſe Perſwaſions ; for Sa- 
cred, Troubleſome. 

28. He ſhewed always very little concern for 
the ſcandalous Refletions, and evil Reports of 
others, - and endured. the Lampoons of the 
Town yery-evenly; having this Saying often in 
his Mouth : In 4 free City, Mens Thoughts and 
Tongues ſhould be free. But one time above the 
reſt, when the Senate would have taken Cogni- 
zance ,of Crimes of.: this nature, and ſuch as 
were guilty of them, He have not time enongh\to 
ſpare ( ſays he')* 1o' meddle with theſe inconſiderable 
Matters : 


i 
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Matters : If once you give Countenance to ſuoh De-. 
bates, no 6ther Buſmeſs: will be diſpatcht, while under 
this Pretence every private Pique ſhall be brought be- 
fore you to be decided. It was 4 very handſome 
and appoſite Expreſlion alſo of his in the Senate- 
Houſe, If any one ( ſays he ) ſpeaks evil of me, 
I will give*bim as good an account of my Wards and' 
Ations as I tan; and if that will not ſatisfie bim, 
let. him hate on, I'll hate him as much. 
29. But theſe Libels were the rather inſuffer- 
able, becauſe he himſelf _was very' tender in 
paying every the Reſpect due to his Qua- 
ity and Character ,. that he almoſt exceeded 
the niceſt Rules of - Civility. Being of a con- 
trary Opinion once in the Senate to.Q. Haterius, 
* Forgive me, Sif, ( he ſaid) if as a Senator I have 
ſoeken ny. Mind too freely againſt you. And then 
addrefling himſelf to them all in general,he ſaid, 
I have now ſaid, and always -did, meſt-Reverend 


Fathtrs, that a good Prince, one that :fign: the Wel- 


are of his Country, in whoſe hands you have repoſed 
1; neg Power, ſtudy to be Ns 
not only to the Senate, and Body of the Community, 
but even every private Perſbns Intereſt and Advan- 
tage as the Caſe ſhall requife. Nor do I yet repent 
of ſuch Words, for I always found, and bill acknow- 
edge you my good, juſt, and gracious Lords. 

30. Beſides this, *in appearance he ſeem'd to 
teltore to the Senate and Magiſtracy their an- 
cient Privileges and Dignity. Nothing was 
of ſo ſmall, nothing of ſo great Concern, ei- 
ther in publick or private Aﬀeatrs, 'that was not 
brought before the 'Senate to' be determin'd. 
There-were debated all Taxes, Patents for Mo- 
nopolies, the Building of publick Works, rai- 
ling or disbanding of Soldiers, the ROI 
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of Legions and Auxiliaries, prolonging'or grant- 
ing Commiſſions in time of extraordinaty War; 
alfly, how any Princes Letters were to be an- 
fwerd; in what Form, and to what Bea. A 
Commander of one of the Wingsof the Army, 
being inform'd againſt for Violence and Extorti- 
on,” was forc'd to plead to the Information be- 


. fore the Senate, -whither Tiberius never came but 


alone; and though” once being indifpos'd, he 


was brought in his Chair, yer he order'd-his 


Peopls to withdraw immediately. 

31. He complain'd not in: the leaſt, when he 
found any thing carry'd contrary to his Inclina- 
tion 3 as when propoſed, that no Magiſtrates 
deſigned ſhoald be abſent from their Place and 
Trufk, ' thar their Preſence might give the grea- 
ter Authority to their Offleez yer-the Prarer de- 
ſigned after that obtained the Priviledge of a 
Free Embaſſy. A ſecond time, moving that the 
Money by Legacy bequeath'd to 'the Trebeians, 
might be laid aut 'in mending the. High-ways, 
- he could not prevail with them to-aler the Will 
of the Dead. An' Ad of Senate being put to 
the Majority, and he going over to the fewelt, 
no body regarded it fo much as to be biaſled 
thereby. Other Afﬀairs were diſpatched by 
the refvedtive Magiſtrates according to the ordi- 
nary courſe of Law; nay, fo great was the Au- 
thority of the Confuls, that Embaſſadors from 
Africk applied themſelves to them for Audience, 
making complaint, that Czſar, to whom» they 
were fent, delay'd their Buſineſs beyond their 
time. "Andirt was no more than might be expe- 
ated, when he himſelf always ſhew'd chem that 

tpect;to- riſe up when they came intothe Room, 
and'to give them the Way in the Streets. -

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32. He reproved thoſe of the Conſulars; 

being Generals of Armies, tailed to. agus 
Senate continually of: their Tranſadas

 a-Sightof the Sword-Players were unfortunate- 


Up- 
on-this, he paſsd over once more to the Con- 
tinent, and graciouſly admitted all People to 
his Preſence; and that the'rather,; becauſe at his 


- departure he had' given ſtri&t Charge to the con- 


- trary,and avoided theirComplementsall the way. 


41. Being return'd again into the Iſland, tie 
became ſupine and- negligent of all the Inte- 
reſts of the Common-wealth, 'not ſo much as. 
filling up the Vacancies of the Decuries of Horſe, 
nor changing, according to Cuſtom, the Tri- 
bunes and Commanders of 'the Army, nor the 
Governors of. Provinces. Spain and Syria helet 
lye ſeveral Years with their Conſulary Lieute- 
nants ; without "any regard or oppoſition, he 
ſuffer'd Armenia tobe invaded by the Parthi, 
Mzxſia to be haraſſed by the Daci, and Gaul by 
the Germans, to the unſpeakable Diſgrace, and 
no leſs hazard of the Empire itſelf. 

42. But now living in a private Corner, ſe- 
cure, as it were from the Eye of the World , 
he began publickly to own and -practice_thoſe 
Vices, which before he had diſſembled with the 


 greaceſt Hypocriſie ; the particulars take as fol- 


low. When he was yet but a Novice or Freſh- 
water Soldier (as they term it) he grew ſo no- 
torious a Drinker, that inſtead of- Tiberins,, he 
got 'the Name' of Biberius; and for Claudius, he 
was call'd Caldizs; and for Nero, Mero. After 
this, when he came to the Empire, even while 
he was correcting and reforming che Licentiouſ- 
neſs and miſerable Corruption of Manners then 
among the People, h& was known'to-be in a con- 
rinued actual Debauch one Nighc __— 
I ays 
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i onine Flacexs and DL. Piſe ; 


and the Government. of the City to the latter, 
ſtiling. them in their Commiffions, His boon 
blgr aug bu [ure Caids at all Hours, Claudius 
Gallus, a molt notorious Old Sir Folly, who had 
been formerly branded for his Debauches by 
Auguſtus, and ſeverely reprimanded by himſelf 
in the Senate, inviting him to Supper, he pro- 
miſed tq, come, ,on the Terms that nothing 
were omitted of his uſual way of Entertain- 
ment, and they ſhould be waited on by Srrip- 
ping Wenches, He preferrd to the Queſorſhip, 
a Perſon of inferior Birth and Education, be- 
fore ſeveral Competitors of Honour jand Quali- 
ty, and that meerly becauſe he took off his 
reat Three-pint Glaſs. He gave Aſellius Sabinus 
wo hunder'd thouſand Seſf 
a Dialogue between the Muyſhrome, the Ficedula, 
the Oyfer and the Thruſh. In fine, he inſticuted 
an Office of Intell;gence for his Pleaſures, and gave 
the Maſterſhip of it_to T. Cz/onius Priſcus, a Ro- 
man Knight. 
43. In his Retirement in Capree, he inven- 
| ted convenient Alcoves, 'which he furniſh'd wich 
Whores and Catamites, -and lewd diſcoverers 
of unnatural and Beſtial Poſtures and Moti- 
ons ; theſe he calld Spinriz, the Incendia- 
ries of his Luſt ; he entertain'd himſelf in ſee 
ag So in three ſeveral rows abuſing each 
Zr, thereby to excite his decay'd Appetite. 
He provided ſeveral Chambers alſo, hung a- 
bout with filetiy Pictures and infamous Statues, 
and furniſh'd e fb with the abominable Books 


of Elephantis, that if any one had a mind to. 


be prodigiouſly Wicked, 0 might not want. 
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Pattern to fin by. | He i yented iK 
Woods, Walks,.and Grotto's proper for che Bu- 
fines of Debauchery, where young People: 
both Sexes proftitured” themſelves .in the 'Maſ- 
querade of Nytmphs and Satyrs. 'So' that 'in al- 
tuſion.to the Ifland, he was publickly detided by 
the Name Capromews., OO 
44. One Abominaticn more he was guilty of, 
ſcarce fit to be reported or heard, and indeed 
Erearer than can be believ'd.' of him,” chat he 
ould debauch young Children yet in Inno- 
cence and Ignorance ( calling them his yy 
Fry ) teaching them to play between his Thighs 
while he ſwam, to lick and tongue, and fome- 
rimes fuck him like Infants not yet weaned 
and indeed the Impotency of his Age, and 
beſtiality of his. Nature might excite in him 
thoſe Inclinations to ſuch unmanly and 'abomi- 
nable Follies, Thus, when. a Piece" of Parrha- 
ſus Work, repreſentitig Atalanta ,” offering her 
Mouthin that manner to Meleager, was lefthim 
for a Legacy, with condition , if he fancied 
not the Deſign, that he ſhould receive in-lieu 
. thereof a Million of Sefterces ; he not only 
choſe the Picture, but placed it in, his very Bed- 
Chamber. *Tis told of him alfo, that while he 
was performing Sacrifice, he was one-time ſei- 
zed with a Fit of this unnatural Paffion, to- 
ward the: Boy that carried the Cenſor , that he 
could -hardly reſtrain it till the Divine Service 
was ended ; but that once over, 'he. withdrew 
with him , and debauch'd both hit and his 
Brother afterwards, that bore a'partin the Mu- 
- ſick, and hearing afterwards they upbraided , 
each other with that Ignominy, he order'd both

46. He was fo cloſe and covetous, ' that he 
never allow'd any Penſion to ſuch as waited on 
him in his Progrefles or Expeditions, but barc- 
ly Board-Wages. Once indeed, he ſhew'd his 
Liberality - (thanks to his Father-in-Law) when 
dividing his Rerinue into three Claſſes, accord- 
ing to their Eftates and Quality ; to the firſt he 
gave Six hyndred thouſand Sefterces, to rhe ſe- 
cond Four hundred thouſand, and to the third 
Two hundred thoufand ; \which laſt, he termed 
in derifion his Greeks, not his Friends. 

''47. He built no Magnificent Structures 
through all his Reign ; the only things he ever 
undertook of that. kind, were the Temple of 
i, and the re airing of Pompey's Theatre, 
and left them too both unfiniſh'd at laft. He 
made ng ſhews to the People himſelf, and was 
voy rarely feen at thoſe exhibited by others, 
leſt he might be compelF'd .co part with»ſomg- 
xt thing 
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thing or other at the Deſire of the Rowen Com- 
monalcy ; eſpecially, finge by. their Intreaty he 
was in a manner forc'd'to give his Freedom to 
Atins the Comedian. Having been wro up- 
on. to relieve the Preſſures w 6 ſome few decay'd 
Senators ,- fearing he ſhould 'be troubled 
quently with the like Addreſſes, he gaye. out, 
he would hel for the future, but fuch 
only as ſhould make their Caſes known to. the 
Senate ; by this means, deterring all Perſons of 
Modeſty and Ingenuity from deſiring his Af- 
ſiſtance. And among the reſt, 7: 1-Bru the 
Grand-child of Q. Horten/ius, that famous Org- 
tor, who at the Inſtance-and Perſwaſions. of 
' Auguſtus, had married, and brought up four 
Children with a very ſmall Eſtate. 

48. He ſhew'd nothing of publick Munifi- 
cence, twice only excepted ; the firit time lend- 
ing out an hundred Millions of Seſterces for 
three Years without Intereſ# 3 the ſecond; when 
he made good ſome Houſes burngin Mount 
Celius, to the Gentlemen that owned them. 
The firſt was extorted from him, by the general 
complaint of ſcarcity of Money, and the Im- 
-portunity of the People for redreſs of that 
Grievance 3 when through his Means, it was 
decreed by the Senate, .that all Uſurers ſhould 
lay out two of their Eltates in purchaſing 
Land, and that Debtors ſhould- pay in the like 
Proportion of the Debts, which however ne- 
ver __ effec. Ly he -, 20 a Face 

pon-t ievous Opprethion | times : 
And ſo highly did he value biniſelf upon it too, 
that he order'd Mownt Czlius ſhould that 
time be call'd Augufus. He beſtow'd: no Lar- 
geſſes on the Saldiery, after Ls" 
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| vgs denn gown, excepe a thouſand Denjers a 
the Regiments of his Guards, be- 
cauſe they not-gone Over to. Sejams ; and 
ſome Gifts to the Legions in Syrie, becauſe they 

_ only had refuſed to 'bear the Portraicture of Se- 
janus '1n their Colours, He very rarely gave 
Diſcharges for their Age to the Vereranes, as ex- 
peding by their Deaths, to fave. the Donatives, 
uſually given at their Diſcharge. Of the Pro- 
vinces, none taſted of his Liberality, excepting 
only -4/ia, where an Earthquake had deſtroy'd 
ſeveral Towns. 

49. About this time he gave- himſelf wholly 
over to all manner of Injuſtice and Rapine, ,e- 
very one knows how Cs. Lentulms the Augur, 4 
Perſon of a mighty Fortune , was / perfedaly 
tiezed out of his Life by him, and forced ta 
leave him his Heir. He condemn'd alſo Lepida, 
a Woman of ity, to gratifie her Husband 
Quirinus of Conſular Dignity, very rich, and with- 
out .Children, who - accuſed her for endea- 
vouring to make him away by Poyſon, before 
their Divorce, then twenty Years paſt. Be- 
ſides all this, he confiſcated the Eſtates of ſe- 
veral petty. Princes of Gaul, Spain, Syria, and 
Greece, upon ſuch trivial and-ſhamelefs Allega- 
tons, that ſome had no other Article broughc 
againſt them, than that part of their Eſtates 
was in ready Money. He. took away likewiſe 
ſeveral Privileges, as Exemption from Subſi- 
dies, and the Proprieties of Mines from man 
Communities, as well as private Perſons. And 
to add to all his other. Baſenefs, when Vero, 
King of the Parthians, being ejeted from his 
Kingdom by his own Subjets, had taken Re-= 
tugg'at Antioch with a valt Treaſure; Mr + 
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Publick Faith; 'and'under theProteRion of the Rc- 
»4ns;heperfidioufly order'd him, being firftplun-" 
der'd; tobe afretwards barbarouſly murther'd. : 
__ -5o. Hz betray'd his Rancour--againſt his own 
Kindred ; firſt in his Behaviour'toward' his Bro- | 
ther Drp#/us,'by publiſhing-a Lerter ſent from him 
to himſelf, wherein it was propoſed to force 
Auguſtus to reſtore the common Liberty. And 
he- carried himfſeit much ' after the: ſame rate 
with the reſt.” When this |Wife' alia was ba- 
niſh'd, "he not only forbore all manner of /In- 
terception and mediating in her Caſe ( which ' 
had been but a point' of common Humanity ) 
but being confin'd by her Father to one Town, 
he went yet farther, and. kept her within her 
own Doors, and there-too, forbad her all man- 
ner of Converſation. \ He cheated her-of the 
Allowance given her by her Father, and cut off 
her Seperate Alimony, and all this too, under co- 
tour of publick Jultice, becauſe Auguſtus had not 
diretly '/put'in a Caveat againſt ſuch Proceec- 
ings in his Will. He was diſpleas'd with the 
Condudt of his Mothey Livia, who ſeem'd to 
arrogate to her ſelf an equal ſhare with him. in 
the Government ; therefore he 'avoided her 
Converſation, and all along any private Dif- 
courſe . with her, leſt People ſhould be-apt 
think he ated according to her Meaſures,which 
he did but ſeldom, and then. too with great te- 
gret. . He toak it very heinouſly”at their hands,), 
when the Senate had made a Decree, thatamong ' 
his Ticles, he ſhould be ſtil'd,, the Son of Livia, 
as'well as Auguſtus, and from ' that time took 
care ſhe ſhould never be call'd, the Mother of her 
Country, nor receive any publick Honours or 
Acknowledgments .from the People.

'58. Much about the ſame time, ' the Pretor 
demanding if he would have a Court ſummon- 
ed to take Cognizance of Matters of High 
Treaſon,” his Anſwer was, The Laws muſt be put 
in Execution, and'ſo they were, with the ex- 
treameſt Rigour and Severity.

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law, and laftly of Sejanus. After whoſe Dearh, 


' he exercis'd his greateſt Cruelties, - whereby it ' 


was plainly ſeen, he was not ſo;gnuch inſtiga- 


ted 'to ſuch Ads by Sejanus, as that Sejanus find- 
ing his Bloody Humour, was forc'd to ſupply 
him with Occaſions of exerciſing them. Yet. 


in'the Memoires which he himſelf wrote of his 
own Life, he ſcruples not to fay, That be puniſn- 
ed Sejanus for no other Cauſe than his extraordina- 
ry rancour againſ# the Children of Germanicus bis 
Son : and yet he himſelf had commanded them 
to be taken off, one after Sejanus ſtood ſuſpet- 
ed, and the other after his Death. To reckon 
up all the Inſtances of his Cruelty, would be an 
endefs thing ; let ic ſuffice to recount ſome few 
only. Noday went over his Head, though ne- 
ver ſo ſtrictly devoted to Religious Exerciſes, 
wherein ſome-or other were hor executed ; 1n- 
ſomuch, that on thar ſolemn Feſtival, the New- 
years day, ſeveral were accuſed and condem- 
ned with their Wives and Children ; and their 
Friends and Relations forbad. to mourn for 
them, and great Rewards propoſed to ſuch as 
would inform againſt them, and ſometimes to 
the Witneſſes alſo. - No Informer, of what Re- 
putation ſoever, but was believ'd, and every 
Crime was made Capital, rhough ic were but 
the letting fall a few undiſcreet Words. A cer- 
tain Poet was accuſed for having ſpoken contu- 
meliouſly of gramemmon in his Tragedy ; at:d

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by they might a. little divert their Misfortunes,: | 
but debarr'd alſo all Conference and Diſcourſe 
with others. Some being ſummon'd to ftand 
their Tryal, to avoid the Infamy of the Sen- 
tence, they were ſure to find ſtab'd themſelves z 
others poy{on'd themſelves in Court; neverthe- 
leſs their Wounds were bound up, and they 
dragg'd away gaſping and half dead to.Priſon. - 
Such as ſuffered, were always drawn about the 
Streets with Hooks in their Mouths, and thrown 
down the Gemonie into Tiber, after which man- 
ner twenty were ſerved in one Day, and of that 
Number , ſeveral Boys and Women. The 
young Maids, he cauſed firſt to be raviſhed by 
the Executioner, and afterwards ſtrangled, it 
being unlawful by their Cuſtoms, to ſtrangle 
Virgins. Were any defirous to go out of the 
World, thoſe he conſtrain'd tolive, looking up- 
on plain Death as ſo ſlight a Puniſhment, that 
when he heard Carnulius, one of the Priſoners, 
had made away himſelf, he cry'd out, Thx Car- 
nulius has eſcaped me! Aﬀeer this, viſiting |the 
Pritons, a Perſon that lay there petition'd his 
Execution might be haſten'd, and his Anſwer 
was, Hold Sir, I am. not yet' ſo well reconcil'd 40 
,ov, A Perſon of Conſular Dignity in his 4»- 
nals has this Paſlage, that at a great Feaſt, where 
he himſelf was alſo preſent, the Queſtion was 
put on the ſudden, to Tiberius, by a Dwarf that 
waited, Why Paconius liv'd ſo long, having been 
condemn'd for Treaſon? For the,preſEnt, he took 
him up for the Liberty he had nfſed, butin a few 
days ſent to the Senate, that ſpeedy.care might 
be taken for the Execution of Paconias. . 
62. The manner of his Son Druſus his Death, 
made his Cruelty grow. more violent and inſup- 
| portable, 
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portable, whom''he thought ar firſt to have kil- 
led himfelf through his own Intemperance and : 


Exceſs; but being informed he was poyſoned 
| by the Treachery” of his Wife Livilla and Seja- 
ns, he was ſo incenſed, that. he gave. himfelf 


over for whole: Days together, to the Examina- 


tion of the Buſineſs, ſparing to torture and 
puniſh no body that might be in the leaſt liable 
to ſuſpicion of having a hand in. it. Inſomuch 
that hearing one of Rhodes was come to vilit 
him, at whoſe Houſe he had formerly been re- 
ceiv'd, and whom -he had then invited to Rome, 
he order'd him to be tortur'd, as one concern'd 
in the Conſpiracy ; but afterwards finding -his 
Miſtake, caus'd him to be made away private- 
ly, to prevent his telling of Tales. His place 
for Executions is yet to be ſcen at Capree, 
whence condemn'd Perſons were in his tight 
caſt down into the Sea, and receiv'd there by 
deamen, who with their Oars broke their Bones. 
Among others, he found out this ſort of Tor- 
ment, ro make Criminals, not ſuſpecting his de- 
ſign in it, take off a great quantity of Wine,and 
then tying their Privities with a Lute String, to 
torment them by the ſtoppage of their Water, 
as well as the tightneſs of the String. Nay it is 
thought, had not Death prevented him, and 
Thraſyllus made him delay their Puniſhment, in 
hopes of a ſpeedy Recovery, he would not have 
ſtop'd herez his own Grand-children would 
hardly have eftap'd, for Caizs was already ſuſpe- 
ed, and Tiberius he deſpiſed, as warmer be- 
gotten. And the truth is, ' there was reaſon to 
think ſo, for he would often ſay, Priamus :Was 
an happy Man, for he out-liv'd all his Race. 
63. How hated he became by ſuch Actions, 
: P 4 how

how. timerous, and how liable!to:the, Tongues 
of all, there. are.ſufficient Examples., He com- 
manded that no South-ſayer ſhould.-be conſulted 
without Witneſles.-:: He went about; to. deſtroy 
thoſe Oracles that ſtood near. to: the Town, but 
was beat off of the Deſign by what, happened 
at the Oracles of Prazeſfte.. For having ſealed 
up the Lots, by which. that Qracle was given, 
and convey'd them to Rome ; upon opening the 
Chetti,no Lots appear'd, till they carried it back 
again to the Temple. The Government of two 
Provinces, he-gave.to two that had been Con- 
ſuls, and afterwards fearing to truſt them, he 
kept them ſeveral Years in attendance at Court, 
and at laſt nominated two others to ſucceed 
them. However, their reſpective Titles they en- 
1oy'd all the while,and receiv'd daily Orders from 
him, which they ſent to their Deputies abroad. 
64. His Daughter-in-law, and Grand-chil- 
dren, after their Condemnation, he ſuffer'd not 
to travel any whither, unleſs-in Chains, with 
the Coach ſhut up cloſe, and a Guard of Sol- 
diers upon them, to hinder any manner of Com- 
munication with thoſe.on the Way- 

. 65. He defeated the Projes of Sejanus (who 
was about that time deſigning Alterations in the 
State ) and that more by his peculiar Policy, 
than bis Regal Power and Authority, - For firſt, 
that he might remove him fron about his Per- 
fon. with an honourable Pretence , he choſe 
him his Colleague-in his fifth Confulſhip, which 
he took upon him then for np. other purpole, 
after_a conſiderable intermiſſion from that Ot- 
fee: And then, ! after he had cajol'd him with 
fooliſh hopes of Affiniey, by Marriage, and ma- 
king/him Tribane, he accus'd hiny unexpeRedly 
| 1-0 
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tothe Senate in a pitiful Oration, wherein, a- 
' mong other things, he begs of them, | That one 
of the Conſuls might be ſemt with a Guard, to con- 
dutt bim' ſafely to them, he being an aged Perſon; 
and without Friends. And fo fearful was he of a 
Diſturbance in the City, that he gave Orders, 
Druſas his Grand-Son, who was then Priſoner 
at Rome, ſhould be releaſed, if matters requi- 
red, and be made their Head. Nay, Ships al- 
ſo were prepar'd, and ready to put off to what- 
ever Legions he ſhould incline to take his Flight, 
and he himſelf all the while waited on an high 
Rock, expecting the Torches to be light up, 
which he had order'd as Signs haw things went, 
if other Correſpondence jhould be intercepted. 
Yet, even after this Conſpiracy of Sejanus was 
brought to nought, his Life prov'd never. the 
more ſecure or letled, for all the nine Months 
following, he durſt not venture himſelf out of 
the Town call'd Villa Fevs. 

66. But beſides all this, the numerous Re- 
proaches which were heap'd upon him from 
all Parts, daily gall'd and fretted his Mind 
inſomuch, that all condemn'd Malefactors, ei- - 
ther openly to his Face, or by Libels flung a- 
mong the Senators, accus'd him of the worlt 
of Villanies. Theſe oftentimes variouſly affe&- 
ed him ;z one while, out of a Senſe of Shame, 
he would endeavour to ſtifle them ; other times 
again, he ſeem'd to ſlight and contemn them, 
and would be the firſt Man that made them 
publick. ...But above all, he was moſt ſeverely 
handled in'an Epiſtle; from Ar:abanus King wt 
the! Parthians, whotold him roundly of his Par. 
ricides, and Murders, ſupine Negligence, and 
Luxury ;-and in. the end, advis'd him friendly

to fatisfie the violent, but juſt wn rpg the 
People, by ending his wretched Life. 
67. At length, growing hateful even to him- 
ſelf, in-the beginning of an Epiſtle to the Se- 
' nate, he expreſſes in ſhort the ſumm of all his 
Miſeries.. Moſt Reverend Fathers, what, or in 
2hat manner ſhall I write to yuu ? or rather,” at ſuch 
a time; what ſhall I zot write to you ? may the 
Gods confound and puniſh me worſe, than I daily 
find they do, if I know ! Some think he foreſaw 
theſe Calamities through his Knowledge in fu- 
ture Events; and that for that very reaſon he fo 
obſtinately refuſed the Titles of Emperour, and 
Father of his Country; and that the People ſhould 
be ſworn to obſerve the 4&s of his Reign, leſt , 
in the end, being found unworthy of fuch Ho- 
nours, it mighe redound to his greater Re- 
proach. - And indced ſomewhat like this may 
be gather'd from his own Words, in an Orati- 
on upon thoſe very Occaſions; eicther when he 
profeties, That he was reſolu'd to continue” always 
the ſame Man. and that as long as be was bus own 
Man, he would never make the leaſt falſe Step, or 
' falter in his Condutt ; however be thought it- conve- 
ricnt, that the Scnate ſhould not oblige themſelves 
to the Obſervation of the Atts of one who it was 
poſſible might alter ; at leaſ# for avoiding the Conſe- 
quences of ſuch a Precedent. And againz If at 
ary time (f(ays he) you ſball have reaſon 'to ſuſpett 
either my Conduct, or the ſincerity of my Aﬀettion 
to you,” (which rather than it ſhould' come to paſs, 1 
Wiſh I might die the Day before you alter your Opini- 
cn of "me !) the Name of _— then will be no ad- 
dition of Honour to me; nay, Father a Reproach to 
your ſelves, either on the! Account of your Raſlmeſs in 
conferring the Title at firſt, or Inconſtancy in. altering 
your Opinion afterwards, 68, His 
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68. His Body was of a large ſize and well 
ſet, his Stature higher. than ordinary , very 
broad in the Shoulders, and well Cheſted ; the 
reſt of his Parts down to his Feet, very propor- 
tionable. His Lefr Hand was ftronger and 
nimbler- than the Right; his Joynts fo very 
firm, that he could force an Hole through a 
green hard Apple with his Finger. He was of 
a fair Complexion, his Hair hanging fo low be- 
hind, that his Neck was never to be ſeen, which 
was obſerved to be peculiar to that Family. Of 
a graceful Look, though he was often troubled 
with little Pimples; and had very large Eyes ; 
and, what was ſtrange, could ſee in the Dark, 
but not far, and that too upon juſt waking, at- 
terwards they grew dim. He carry'd his Neck 
very ſtiffy, and a little awry, and appear'd for 
the moſt part very. reſerv'd in his Countenance, 
and not too free of his Words. He ſeldom or 
never held any Diſcourſe with his neareſt 
Friends, being flow of Speech, and always uting 
an odd kind of Motion with his Fingers. All 
which,. were look'd upon by Auguſtus as ſigns of 
Pride, and unbecoming ;- and he himſelf endea- 
vour'd to excuſe them to the Senate and People, 


alledging they were natural Imperfections, and 


not the Effects of any i]l Habit. He was of a 
very Healthful Conſticution, all the While of his 
Reign ſcarce ever amiſs, tho' from the Thirtieth 
Year of his Age, he took upon himſelf the Re- 
gimen of his Health, without any Advice | and 
Aftiſtance from Phyſicians. 

69. He was no great Bigot for Religion and 
the Gods, being a profeffed lover of Aſtrology, 
whoſe Principles naturally lead to Fare and ir- 
rehiftable Necellity '; yer was he mightily _ 
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ful of Thunder, and in a Storm, would always 
wear a Laurel Crown on'his Head, that Tree ' 
being vulgarly believ'd to be. free from the 

ſtroak of Thunder. | 
70. He made it his Buſinefs to promote and 
encourage the Liberal Arts of both kinds. In 
his Stile, he imitated Corvinus Meſſalla, whoſe 
way of ſpeaking he had retain'd a Kindnels for 
from his younger Years; but what out of At- 
fetation, and a peculiar Moroſeneſs, in his 
Delivery he was uſually obſcure, fo that his Ex- 
tempore Talk was better lik'd of, than when he 
ſpoke upon Premeditation. He was Author al- 
{o of a Lyrick Poem under this Title, 4A Com- 
Plaint for the Death of Lucius Czfar , and fome 
Greek Verſes he wrote too in 'imitation of Ex- 
phorion, Rhianus , and Parthenias, for which 
Writers he expreſſed fo particular. an Eſteem, 
that he order'd their Statues to be ſet up, and 
their Writings repolited among the Ancient 
Authors of beſt repute : And for this very rea- 
fon many of the Wits and Eſprits of that Ape 
were forward in ſhewing their well-liking of 
them to him. Bat above all, he was ſollicitous 
even to the forfeiture of his Diſcretion, in pre- 
ſerving the old Fabulous Poetical Jargon. For 
the Queſtions 'he uſually propounded to the 
Grammarians* (which Cattel, as we have alrea- 
dy hinted, -he delighted chiefly ' in ) were of 
this kind; Who was Hecuba's Mother ? What 
was Achilles's Name, while he lurked among the 
Wenches at the Boarding-School? What Ballad was 
that the Syrens ſaug? And the very. firſt day he 
entred the Senate after Auguſtus's Death ; as if, 
after the..Example of Mines, heret fore, at the 
Death of his Son, he deſign'd at once to = 
orm 
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form"the Offices due to his Father, arid the Rites 


of ' Religion, he offer'd Incenſe and Wine, but 0- 


mitted the Wind-Muſick. 

/ 7x. The Greek Tongue, though he' was ſuffi- 
ciently acquainted with it, he ufed nor as his 
common diſcourſe, but forbore it Eſpecially in 
the Senate 3 infomuch that having o&aſjon to 
uſe 'the'Word Monopoliion there, he did it not 
without asking their Pardon firſt, for introdi- 
cing 'a Foreigner within thoſe Walls. And an- 
other time, the Word Emblema being inſerted 
into 4 Decree, he dectar'd his Opinion , that 
either that Word ought to be chang'd for one of 
the ſame Import of their own, or atleaſt, if that 
could not be, ' the thing to be expreſſed by Cir- 
cimlocution. A Greek Soldier being to witneſs 
in'a Cauſe, he pronounc'd his Evidence void, 
unleſs it were given iti the Latin Tongue. | 
:--42% The whole time of his Retreat, ' he en- 
deavour'd to .return to Rome [but twice; the 
firſt time he ventur'd in his Barge up" the- River 
as far as'the Gardens, near which the Aock-ſea- 
Fightis celebrated, -but *trook care to have his 
Guards all along the Banks, to hinder any from 
coming to meet him. - Another time, he ap- 
proach'd within ſeven Miles of the Town, by 
the Appian way, but -contenting himſelf with a 
ſightof- the Place only, return'd, : The Rea- 
ſohs 6f his firſt Return-are uncertain ; but the 
lattet *it ſeems was occaſion'd by an extraordi- 
nary . Accident. 'He'took great delight in a 
Dragey--which was brought up tame,” and at 
that time calling for it to feed, he found it de- 
vour'd:;by- a” Neft of Ants, which ſery'd as a 
Warning to him to: keep out of the Clutches of 
the Mobile But making coo much haſte in his Re- 
PLLA urn, 
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turn, he was taken amiſs at Aura in Campania; 
whence, being. ſomewhat amended, he remo- 
ved to Circei ; where, to diſguiſe his Indiſpoſiti- 
on and Weakneſs, he was not only. preſent- at 
their Sport, but himſelf encountred - a Boar in 
the Area, and ſlew him, with his Darts; but 
over-heaving himſelf in the Exerciſe, and ta- 
king cold upon it, he was ſtruck with a Pleuri- 
fie, and relapſed into a worſe, Condition than 
ever. /Yet he bore it out well.a great whale, 
and during his Journey as far as m4" omit- 
ted nothing of his daily courſe of Life, not fo 
much as his Entertainments, and other 4 pub- 
lick Delights; and this out of Intemperance 
partly , and partly Diflimulation : For, Chari- 
cles his Phyſician, at ,a publick Feaſt, | having 
obtain'd leave to be abſent. for ſome time; and 
taking up his Hand with a: Deſign to kiſs it be- 
' fore he went, . he ſuſpeRed/it a Deſign to. feel 
his Pulſe, -:and order'd him to fit down again, 
and lengthen'd. out the. .Entertainment,-, Nay, 
after it was over, he continu'd, his old Cuſtom, 
ſtanding in the middle of. the, Room - with. an 
Officer'by him, and taking leave of them, Man 
by Man when they departed. - rh 

73. After this, reading.in;the Journal of the 
Senate, that ſome Perſons were diſmiſſed with- 
out being try'd, becauſe, he, had fignity'd. only, 
that there.had been Informations againſt them, 
without ſpecifying their particular Crimes ; he 
took this for an inſupportable Contempt, and 
reſolv'd one- way or other for Capree; again; 
not daring to ſtir in the: Buſineſs till he: was 
where he might do it ſafely, . But being. hin- 
dred by the continual ſtormy-Weather, and his 
' Diſtemper continually . growing: upon a, in 
ome 
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ſome ' ime he breath'd his laſt the ' 16th. of 
March, at' the Country-Houſe of Lucile, in 
the 78th. Year of his Life, Cn. Acerronius Procu- 
las, and C. Pontius Niger being then ' Conſuls. 
Some think: that Cains gave him a Poiſon that 
wrought upon him by flow degrees; others 
that chey would give him no Meat, though his 
Fever 'were quite gone- off from him; and 
ſome, that he was ſtifled with a Pillow, having 
inquired for a Ring that was taken off his Fin- 
ger in 'a- Swoon, after he recover'd out of it. 
Seneca Uelivers, That finfting his time but ſhort, he 
took off hs Ring with a ſhew as if ' he Aeſitned to 
beſtow it on ſome body ; after that, agai#' put it on 
bs Finger, and graſping his Left Hand cloſe, lay for 
ſome time without ahy Senje or Motion 3 - then on 
the ſudden recovering himiſelf, call'd for his Atten- 
dants, but none appearing, roſe out of 'his Bedi, and 
his Spirits failing him, died on'the place. 

74: The laft Birth-day he ever kept; having 
ferch'd'a Statue of i Apollo Temanites from Syra- 
caſe, with a Deſign-to place ir in the Library of 
the New Temple, he ſaw the God in a Pream, 
who told him, He could not be dedicatdd by him.

Nor 
did he extol and:admire his Uncle Caius for a- 
n grids muich; as for ſpending in fo ſhore a 
Ihks: vaſt Treaſures that Tiberias had left 
him: And therefore it was, that he never ob- 
ſerv'd any Meaſure in the Prodigaliry of his 
Gifts and Expences. © So certain it is, though ir 
"may ſeem; incredible,” that upon Tiridates he 
ſpent no lefs than Twenty Thouſand Crowns a 
y'3 and at his departure oblig'd him wich a 
ſent” of above Five and iTwenty Hundred 
Thouſand Crowns more. Memnecrates the Har- 
ps and *Spicillus the Mirmillonian Fencer he' 
nrich'd with' the Patrimonies and Houſes of 
Noble Perſons, that. had been honour'd with 
Tania! Dignity. 'Having beſtow'd the E- 
ſtate of Panreros the Uſurer, with ſeveral other

41. But there was nothing wherein he was 
more prejudicial and deſtructive to other Men 
than in his Buildings; for he enlarg'd his Houſe 
from the. Palace” as far as the Eſquiline Mount ; 
which at firſt he call d his 7borough-Fair ; buc 
being burnt down and rebuilt, he nam'd his Gol- 
den-Houſe. Of which to demonſtrate the large- 
neſs and beauty, it will be ſufficient to fay 
thus much, that the very entrance. was of that 
ſtately heighth, as to. cover a Coloſſus, . repre-

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Pearl. In the vaulted Roofsof: Banquatiog 
Rooms were ſeveral little Tables:of Ivery, 10

and hollow Pipes to ſhowre down ſweet ſcent- 
ed Oils upon the Gueſts. Bur the principal of 
bis Dining-Rooms/was round,” and in perpetu- 
al Motion: Day and Night, like the Celeſtial 
Sphere.

Which 
he was the apter to believe, for that Britain and 


| Armenia, both in a fair way tobeloſt, being agairt 


reduc'd to their Obedience, he concluded there 
was nofatal Accident cou'd do him any prejudice. 


T But after he had conſulced the Oracle of Apollo, 
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by which he was admoniſh'd to beware of the 
Seventy third Year, as if the Heavens had: de- 
creed the prolonging of his Life to that Age, 
and never dreaming of Galba's Years, he' be- 
came fo confident of long Life and continu'd 
Felicity, that having loſt a conſiderable quanti- 
ty of rich Jewels. and coſtly Furnitute in a 
Wreck at Sea, he yvaunted-among his Favourites, 
That the Fiſh would bring them again. At Naples 
he had Intelligence of the Revolt of both: the 
Gallia's, the very ſame day that he kill'd his Mo- 
ther. At which he was fo little troubl'd, that 
he ſeem'd- rather to be glad of it, as: having 
now a juſt occaſion given-to rob \and plunder 
thoſe opulent Provinces ; and preſently haſten- 
ing to the Place of Exerciſe, he beheld the Wre- 
ſtlers with all the Unconcerndneſs imaginable. 
And being interrupted at Supper upon the arri- 
val of Letters augmenting the bad News, his 
Paſlion roſe no higher than only to threaten the 
Revolters what he would do to them. Laſtly 
for: eight days together, he: took no care in the 
World, but bury'd all Buſineſs in filence, with- 
out ſo much as anfwering any Letters, or gi- 
ving out. any Orders , what, he would have 
done. _. 

41. But at length awaken'd with the fre- 
quent and contumelious. Edicts of Vindex, he 
wrote a: Letter to the Senate to. vindicate- his 
Honour, and provide. for the publick Safety ; 
- exculſing his abſence, by reaſon” of an Inflama- 
tion in his Jaws. But. nothing perplex'd him 
{o much, but that he was reproach'd with»the 
Name of: Pitifu! Harper 3 and inſtead of. Neyo 
calld « #ncbarbus: which made him. :deelare 
that-he wou'd reaſlume thes Name of his +

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ly, and quit the other of his Adoption, ſince” 


they reproach'd him with it as a Name which 
he was aſham'd to. own. Nor did he ſtrive to 
refute the falſhood of other Contumelies, by 
any other defence of himſelf, than only ſaying, 
they were Fools and ignorant Perfons that 
jeed to his Diſreputation, his Perfeion in a 
Science, which he had labour'd with ſo much 
pains to acquire. Till at length Meſſengers 
poſting after Meſſengers with ill News, full of 
Terror and Conſternation. he return'd to Rome. 
Nevertheleſs, his Heart being a little reviv'd 
upon the Road with a frivolous 4u/pice, as ha- 
ving obſerv'd as he rode along engrav'd upon 
a Monument a French Soldier worlted by a Ro- 
man Knight, and dragg'd by the Hair of his 
Head, he leap'd for Joy, and Worſhipp'd: to- 
wards Heaven. Yer neither then wou'd he 
vouchſafe to Addreſs himſelf to the Senate or 
the People, but ſent for ſome few of the molt 
leading Men to his own Houſe ; where after 
a ſhort and haſty Conſultation, he carry'd them 
to hear his Fhdraulicks, a new and unknown 
fore of Muſical Organs that went with Water. 
And after he had ſhewn them all the Contrivan- 
ces, and difcours'd, the Reaſon and difficulty of 
\ the Workmanſhip, promis'd to bring them in a 
ſhort time upon the Theatre, if V;ndex would 
give him leave. 

42. Afterwards, when the News came that 
 Galba and both the Spains were likewiſe revol- 
ted, his Heart failing him, he ſank down, and 
for a long time lay. Speechleſs, like one that 
had neither Life nor Soul. So ſoon as he came 
to himſelf,” he fell a tearing his Cloaths, 
thuhip'd hictifelf about the Head, and at length

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cfy'd out, Atum-de ſe, The World was at an end 
With him. [And when his Nurſe endeavour'd to 
comfort him by telling him, That the ſame Accir 
aents had many times befallen other Princes ; No, 10, 
Izid he, for my Misfortunes are ſuch as neer were 
heard of, never known before, ſurpaſs the Sufferings 


of others, that muſt living loſe an Empire. - 


yet for all this he remitted nothing of his wont- 
ed Sloath and Luxury... So that upon the re- 
freſhing News that. was brought him out of the 
Provinces, in the midſt of a profuſe Supper, he 
wou'd make jocular Verſes upon the Principal 
Heads of the Revolt, and ſing them to com- 
mon laſcivious Tunes, at the ſame time ſecond- 
ing his Voice with Geſtures no leſs Mimical 
and Wanton, And cauſing himſelf to be pri- 
vately convey'd into the Theatre , ſuch waShis 
Emulation to an Actor who gave great Satisfa- 
&ion to the Spectators, that he ſent him ward, 
He made too bold with his Emperor's Recreations. 

- 43--At the beginning of theſe InſurreRions, 
he is reported to have deſign'd moſt horrid and 
deteſtable Projects, yet ſuch as were no way re- 
pugnant to the Cruelty of his Nature. In the firſt 
place, to' have ſent Succefſors to command the 
Armies, and Executioners to maſſacre :the Old 
Captains and Governours of the Provinces, as 
ouilty of Combination and COMpFA'Y 3 and 
to make a general havock of all the baniſh'd Per- 
ſons, and of. all the Gaul: that were living in 


_ the World; the one, leaſt they ſhou'd join with 


the Revolters; the others, as Confederates with - 
cheir Country-men, and favourers of their Re- 


| hellion : to have given up all Gallia to the Plun- 


der of his Army ;-to have poyſon'd the whole 
Senate at ſeyeral Entertainments; and to —_”—_ 
ISO | ; 
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Jaid the City in Aſhes, and, while the Con- 
flagration laſted, to have turn'd wild Beaſts 
among the People, tay prevent their quenching 
the Flames.. . From. all which. he was deterr'd, 
not ſo muchby, any Touches of penicent Com» 
punction, as out of deſpair to bring his wick- 
ed Contrivances to paſs. So that-at length be- 
ing convinc'd of the neceflity of an Expedition, 
he turn'd the Conſuls out of their Offices before 
their time, and enter'd upon the Confſulſhip a- 
lone by himſelf; dreaming as-if the, Fates had 
decreed, that Gallia cou'd never be ſubdu'd, but 
by one Conſul. So ſoon as he! had receiv'd the 
Faſces, as he was. going out of his Dining- 
Room, after a plentiful Feaſt; leaning upon the 
Shoulders of his Favourites, he declat'd, that as 
ſoon as he arnv'd in the Province, he wou'd 
preſent himſelf unarm'd_ at the Head of- the 
Army, .and do. nothing but weep. And when 
he had wrought the Rebels to fubmiſlion, - the 
next Day rejoycing among the Joyful, he wou'd 
ſing Songs of. Victory and Triumph, which ir 
was already high time for him to begin to com- 
poſe. | 
44. Among the reſt of his Preparations for 
his Expedition, his firſt care was to: provide 
Waggons to garry his Scenical Machines and Mu- 
ſical, Inftruments, and have his Concubines, 
which he deſfign'd to carry with him, trim'd 
. with their Hair cut like Men, and arm'd with 
Battel-Axes, and ſmall round Targets after the 
manner of the Amazoms. Soon after, he ſum- 
mon'd the City Tribes to take their Oaths of 
Fidelity 3 but no Perſon by the Law permit- 
ted to bear Arms appearing, - he order'd every 
Maſter to find him ſuch a number of Servants;

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not. excepting Domeſtick Stewards and , Amar 
yuenſes, He alſo. commanded- all the Orders to 
contribute a part of 'their Eftates,' as they were 
rated in the Cerfors Books ' Lodpgers alfo-in pri- 


, vate Houſes, and all Inhabitants/ though never 


{o'mean and poor, he order'd to'pay an Annu- 
al Penſion into the Treafury all in ready Caſh 
He was very nice and curious whatMony he took, 
and refus'd'all but new Coin,fine Silver, and try'd 
Gold : So that 'moſt People openly oppos'd'the 
whole Contribution, petitioning by general con- 
ſents that the Informetrs ſhou'd:rather'be forc'd 
to refund whatever Rewards they had receiv'd. 
4.5. Another thing was, 'that all the Hatred 
which the People bare roward thoſe that made 
their Advantage of the publick Scarcity of Corn 
and Proviſion fell' upon Nero. © For it unlickily 
fell out by accident, thar in a time of public 
Famin, a Report was ſpread about, that there 
was a Ship arriv'd from Alexandria, which had 
brought -nothing but Duſt for the Court-Wreſt- 
lers': which incens'd the People to: that degree, 
that there was no ſort of Reproach'or Calumny 
which he was not forc'd to. undergo.

publickly before the Roſffrs with all the ſubmiſ- 
ſion of a dejected Penitent, beg pardon of che 
People for his paſt Miſcarriages; and if he 
found them inexorable, to beſeech them at leaſt 
to grant him the Government. of egypt, To 
which purpoſe he had a Speech ready writ,

For : he practisd Wre- 
ſtling continually ; ſo that all the while he was 
in Greece, he never - would behold the Gywmick 
Sports, . but ſitting upon the Ground within the 
Lifts, among; thoſe that were appointed to give 
the Prizes; and if any of the Gameſters gave 
too much back, he wou'd thruſt them forward 
again with his own Hands. And believing that 
he.was already equal to 4pollo for ſinging, and 
tothe Sun for Chariot-driving , at length he 
deſign'd to try whether he cou'd, out-do Her-

port, that Paris the Actor was by him put to 
Deatiy, as an Adverſary that he was mortally 
jealous of. | 

55. He was infinitely Ambitious'of Fame 
and Immortality, though he took the wrong 
Courſe to acquire it. For which reaſon he al- 
ter'd the Names of ſeveral things and places; 
tothe end they might be call'd by his own. For 
which reaſon it was that he call'd the Month of 
April Neroneus ; and that he had a deſign to have 
call'd Rome Neropolis. 

56. He was a Contemner of all Religions, - 
and -all the Deities except the Syrian Goddeſs ; 
though at length he ſo deſpis'd her that he piſfd 
upon her Statuez as / being then ingag'd in 
another ſore of Superſtition, wherein he per- 
ſiſted conſtant to the laſt. - For that. being pre- 
ſented with 'a.mean and inconſiderable Perſon 
with a little Image of a Virgin, as a Spell a- 
gainſt all Confſpiracies, and a Conſpiracy 
pening to be,immediately afterwards detected, 
always after that he held that Image for che 
moſt ſupream Deity, and conftantly facrific'd 
to it three times a day; and endeavourd to 
have it believ'd among the People, that by her 
Diſcovery all things to come were reveal'd to 
him. However ſome Months before his death 
he conſulted the Entrails of Beaſts , ing 
$0 the uſual Farmalities, but met with nothing 


there 
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on but what was fatally ominous and dread- 
al. 

57. He dy'd in the Thirty Second Year of 
his Age, upon the very Day that he had put 
Ofavia to death. And ſuch was the univerſal 
Joy upon the news of his End, that the Peo- 
rm about the Streets with their Caps of 

numiſſion, in token of their recover'd Free- 
dom. And yet there were ſome, that for a 
long time adorn'd his-Tomb wich all manner 
of Garlands which either Spring or Summer did 
afford. Others' would many -times ſet up his 
Images dreft up in Purple before the Roftra ; 
while others affig'd bis Edits upon the Publick 
Columns, as if he had been till alive, and would 
in a ſhort time return to the Confuſion of his 
Enemies. Moreover, Yologeſus, King of the 
Parthians, having ſent his Embaſſadors to' the 
Senate to renew his Alliance, with great im-

portunity preſs'd, that Nero's Memory might be 


held in Veneration, and recommended to Po- 
ſterity. Laſtly, whereas above Twenty Years 
ago, when I was a Boy, there was a certain 
Perſon, whoſe Condition and Quality were 
both obſcure and unknown, who gave himſelf 
out to be Nero, his Name was fo grateful to the 
Parthians, that they eſpous'd his Quarrel, vigo- 
rouſly affiſted him, and were reduc'd to great 
Extremity before they would deliver him-up to 
the Senate.

And-yet in his Diſcourſe and 
extempore' Speeches he- was not unelegant; and 
had fomecimewalſo many notable Sayings: For
